Big Four Ministers

BERLIN (if)—The Big Four for­ 
eign m inisters convened in the Rus­ 
sian sector of divided Berlin this 
afternoon after a Sunday recess in 
their global talks which now are 
pinpointed on the vexing problem 
of uniting G erm any.

7, E isenhow er sa.d, “ U n­ 
d er the stan d ard s established for 
the new em ployes security pro­ 
g ram , m ore than 2,200 employes 
have been se p arate d from the fed- 
r 
ral g o v ern m e n t.” 
It w as because of these stand­ 
ard s 
th at 
new sm en 
asked 
how 
m any of the 2,200 w ere actually 
subversive—that is, Com m unists or 
fellow 
trav elers—and 
houf 
m any 
w ere fired for o th e r reasons. 
When he took over last year, 
Eisenhow er told the Ju stice De­ 
p artm ent to d raw up a program 
which would replace form er P resi­ 
dent T ru m a n ’s. 
- U nder T ru m a n ’s program a dis­ 
tin ctio n was m ad e between “ loy­ 
a lty ” and “ secu rity .”

M any a person at 40 can still 
re m e m b e r the trem endous thrill 
of finding an orange in his stock­ 
ing on C hristm as 
morning.

whole orange for himself! And 
wrhat 
a 
terrible 
problem 
it 
brought: Would the delicious ec­ 
stasy of eating it balance the sa d ­ 
ness of 
knowing 
it 
was 
all 
gone? 
N atu rally a child today could 
hardly be expected to show awe 
over the gift of an orange. O r­ 
anges are 
com m onplace. 
They 
are taken for granted. But w hat 
would aw e m any of to d ay ’s pre- 
teenage sophisticates, so used to 
m iracles they don’t know’ w hat a 
m iracle is? If Santa Claus left 
them a slice of 
moon 
cheese, 
w ouldn’t they take that for g ra n t­ 
ed, too? 
Children 
used 
to 
entertain 
them selves. M any modern m oth­ 
ers now com plain to their h us­ 
bands at night fall: “ I ’m all worn 
out trying to think up things to 
keep the children en tertain ed .” 
But why should any healthy child 
ev er have to be entertained by 
its parents, except perhaps

rainy days or periods of illness? 


Sim ple joys are better for young 
m inds than complex pleasures-— 
and for older minds, too, for that 
m a ‘ter.

still know the delight of simple 
things, how m any lose the path 
in a m echanical jungle? Isn't it 
m o re fun for a kid to throw a 
rock at a tin can on a fence, than 
to m ow down d ear old gran d m a 
with a toy atom ray gun?

A book is 
the opening portal to the vast hall 
of the hum an spirit; libraries are 
the shrines of the mind.

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GREAT EXPECTATIONS 
INDICATIVE OF GREAT expectations 
for the coming dominance of air traffic, in­ 
cluding freight, is the fact that former agi­ 
tation for an auxiliary canal across the 
Isthmus of Panama has died away. In the 
past appropriations for surveys for a new 
canal in Central America were made by 
Congress. 
Today, it is reported, there is not even 
a whisper of any such projects in Washing­ 
ton. 
Yet the Panam a Canal is inadequate. 
Larger ships cannot pass through it. There 
are predictions from shippers that better 
passageway by ships between East a n d 
West coasts would lower transcontinental 
freight rates. 
It may be figured that if a second and 
larger canal were constructed, the trans­ 
portation pattern might have changed long 
before its completion. Airline men are pre­ 
dicting that in another decade they’ll be 
carrying more passengers than t r a i n s . 
They also have high hopes of vastly ex­ 
panded freight service, based upon expect­ 
ed improvements in motive p o w e r for 
planes. 
One of the greatest changes accompany­ 
ing gradual shift to air transportation is 
relocation 
of 
transportation 
terminals 
away from crowded metropolitan sections. 
Cities sprang up at harbors, and railroad 
stations are located near business sections. 
But air ports are of necessity located miles 
out in the country, and it may be neces­ 
sary to relocate many in the futare as the 
wide open spaces in which they were orig­ 
inally located become built up. 


HIGH PRICE OF COFFEE 
A SUBJECT OF considerable interest in 
all households is the price of coffee, which 
has been rising for nearly a decade, and 
now costs IO times as much as 20 years 
ago. Supply and demand are partly re­ 
sponsible for inflation in cost of the bever­ 
age, although machinations of the govern­ 
ment of Brazil also are involved. 
The crop in Brazil, principal producer, 
is just fair. The demand in the United 
States, principal consumer, continues to 
top previous peaks. The average American 
consumed nearly 17 pounds a year. 
Producing countries will export less than 
32 million bags this year, while consuming 
nations will demand more than 33 million 
bags. There are stocks of coffee in reserve, 
but these are shrinking. 
Price of raw coffee in New York h a s 
topped 75 cents a pound—the highest on 
record and up 30 per cent since Novem­ 
ber. Twenty years ago the quotation was 
six cents a pound. Whether astronomical 
prices for the beverage will curtail con­ 
sumer demand and result in e a s i n g of 
quotations remains to be seen. 


The decay of a civilization is always 
marked by a deterioration of the means of 
communication. In older countries, these 
means were limited to two, land roads and 
waterways. The Roman Empire, for in­ 
stance, was knit together by a system of 
roads, remnants of which still stand; the 
great British Empire was held together by 
control of the seas, a control now lost and 
perhaps no longer necessary. 
The United States from earliest times 
was road conscious and as the population 
moved westward, the roads and trails were 
expanded. River traffic played an enor­ 
mous role in this expansion and at o n e 
time, numerous canals were built. The dra­ 
matic development of the American rail­ 
road filled earlier generations with pride 
of accomplishment. The “Good Roads” 
movement followed the popularization of 
the automobile, which required surfaced 
j roads for greater efficiency. In this move* 
| ment, counties, states and the Federal 
Government played the important role. It 
could be said at one time that the United 
States possessed the best road system in 
the world. 
Today that road system is disintegrating. 
Many factors enter into this condition, 
wars, the large numbers of cars, the enor­ 
mous size and weight of trailer trucks, bot­ 
tlenecks that were not foreseen, bad plan­ 
ning, wasteful covering of ancient roads 
without adequate engineering, corruption, 
etc., etc. It is estimated that it will cost 
S40 billion to modernize the entire Federal 
road system which is beyond the national 
capability while we are expending our 
wealth on past and future wars. 
Now along comes a very wise man, P. W. 


I Litchfield, Chairman of the Board of the 
Goodyear Tire and Rubber Company, who 
knows more about roads, automobiles and 
; rubber than any man I know. He says: 
“We need to organize at the local level. 
Let's go after an adequate cure for t h e 
bottlenecks we know about through o u r 
own personal observation. Let’s concen­ 
trate our efforts on getting roads built and 
bridges and streets widened in our o w n 
neighborhoods, in our own cities, in our 
own states.” 
Many of our great efforts need decen­ 
tralization. Our people have become so ac­ 
customed to expecting the Federal Govern­ 
ment to do everything on a vast scale, in­ 
volving billions of expenditures, that we 
forget the old Chi nese adage that the place 
to start cleaning up is on one’s own door­ 
step. While we are making huge demands 
on the Congress, much more can be done 
in municipalities, counties, states. Litch­ 
field added: 
“And there, I believe, is an important 
missing key to a program of immediate ac­ 
tion—aggressive organization at the local 
level so that the public demand for action 
j can be aimed at specific rather than gen­ 
eral targets. We should switch from the 
scatter gun to the rifle.”

SOUTH BEND, Ind. itf- 
Leahy resigned as football 
at Notre Dame yesterday in a * 
move so startling that it stunned 
even his assistants—from whose 
ranks a successor likely will be 
chosen, 
Leahy, 45, 
announced he was 
.stepping out because of his health. 
He feared the 
“possibly 
fatal” 
consequences of another attack of 
pancreatitis, a stomach disorder 
that put him in bed in the middle 
of last season.

His exit followed an 11-season 
career 
second 
only 
to 
Knule 
Rocknc’s in success. 
Backfield Coach Johnny Lujack, 
one of those mentioned as a pos­ 
sible successor, said, “ I just can’t 
believe it; I was convinced Frank 
would never leave Notre D am e.” 
Lujack knew nothing of the de­ 
cision until advised by reporters 
at his Chicago home. Leahy him ­ 
self indicated he had talked*th«^h 
m atter over with only one Notre 
Dame official—the Rev. Theodore 
Hesburgh, president of the Cath­ 
olic university. “ I haven’t even 
talked to (Athletic Director) Ed 
K rause,” said Leahy.

While present plans here ap p ar­ 
ently have taken no definite form, 
it was pointed out any new effort 
locally in behalf of Scouting would 
b#1 especially timely during the 
nation's tribute to the famed or­ 
ganization. 
Boy Scout Week will be observed 
in the United States by more than 
three million boy m embers 
a n d 
adult leaders. Since 1910, 
m o r e 
than 21 million persons have been 
identified with the Boy Scouts of 
America.

CHARTERED BY Congress in 
1916, the m ovement has the re ­ 
sponsibility to “ promote the ability 
of boys to do things for themselves 
and others, to develop skills, self- 
reliance, i n i t i a t i v e , physical 
strength, endurance, courage, pa­ 
triotism, and those other qualities 
which contribute to the very high­ 
est type of citizenship.” 
The Boy Scouts of America 
is
